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During  the  academic  year  1916-1917  the  members  of  the 
Seminar  in  Education  studied  topics  in  the  history  of  education 
and  miscellaneous  subjects.  In  spite  of  their  diverse  character 
and  the  fact  that  in  no  case  was  an  attempt  made  at  completeness, 
it  has  seemed  best  to  publish  the  bibliographies  as  in  preceding 
years,  since  former  members  of  Clark  University  have  found 
them  valuable. 
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
